proved methods will lay as many as ! 
2,700 bricks in one day.

Under the old methods there is too 
much lost motion. The bricklayer 
must make some eighteen motions in 
laying one brick; also in bending over 
j to lift the brick he lifts not only six 
1 pounds of brick, but about 100 pounds 
of brick mason. See? 

In lifting 1,000 bricks, under the old 
system, he lifts 100,000 pounds of 
brick mason. 

Under the new efficiency methods an 
unskilled laborer is hired to put the 
brick where the mason will not be 
compelled to stoop to get it. 

Again, under the old system a brick 
mason must toss the brick in the air, 
turning it over until his touch tells 
him which is the top. Did you know a 
handmade brick has a top? Under the 
new method the bricks are carefully 
piled in front of the mason right side 
up.

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Hygienic Cleaning. 

Wheu you go to the washstand and 
carefully wash your hands with a gen¬ 
erous application of soap and hard 
brush do not think for an instant that 
your hands are clean. The tenacious 
microbe refuses to he disturbed and 
clings to the flesh throughout the whole 
operation. There are some chemical 
compounds which will dislodge the 
busy bacilli to a certain extent, but 
not entirely. According to the inves¬ 
tigations of a medical authority of 
the Prussian army the best results in 
the direction of giving the hands a 
sanitary cleaning are accomplished by 
the use of alcohol. A bath of pure 
alcohol will remove about 99 per cent 
of the germs. Where it is desired to 
clean the hands bygienically it is rec¬ 
ommended that the hands be not first 
washed with water, for this will so 
adulterate the alcohol that it will not 
be enabled to accomplish its work as 
effectively as otherwise.

SUBMARINE IN SECTIONS. 

Construction Allows Keel to Be Drop¬ 
ped In Event of Accident. 

A submarine which in case of acci¬ 
dent will drop its keel and rise safely 
to the surface—so the inventor hopes, 
at least—has been designed by a 
French engineer. 

The submarine is divided along a 
horizontal plane into two parts, of 
which the lower, the water ballast 
compartment, can be detached from 
the upper, which is the submarine

proper. In case of an accident not 
entirely wrecking or filling the craft 
with water it is hoped that by drop¬ 
ping the lower section the upper, con¬ 
taining the crew, all the machinery 
and the fighting mechanisms, would 
rise. 

Metal straps pass around the lower 
section and hold it fast to the upper 
by means of threaded rods operated 
automatically or by hand from the

SIBERIAN LIVE STOCK. 

Cattle and Horses Are Small and of 
Inferior Quality. 

The most important occupation in the 
Trausbaikal province is stock raising. 
Cattle, horses and sheep predominate, 
although a limited number of camels, 
deer, goats and swine are raised. The 
horses average between twelve and 
thirteen hands high and can draw a 
load of over l.oou pounds, and if driv¬ 
en in a troika (three horses harnessed 
abreast i they can cover thirty to forty 
miles a day. Journeys of thousands 
of miles at tut average rate of forty 
miles a day have been made by riding 
these animals. The horses are kept 
iu the open throughout the year and 
in winter find their food under the 
snow. Some improvement has been 
made In breeding these horses, and 
only recently Arab blood was intro¬ 
duced 

The cattle are of Mongolian origin 
and are inferior and very small. They 
live in the same manner as the horses, 
and it is remarkable how they cau 
withstand the severe climate and lack 
of food Experiments have been made 
to improve the stock, but the results 
are noticed only in the first and secoud 
generation, the probable reason being 
that they are given so little care. These 
cattle produce little milk or beef. The 
camel is jt Iso of Mongolian origin, and 
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Charming, eh?

ORDINANCE NO. 145 


An Ordinance of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre, 
Declaring its Intention to Improve 
a Portion of Montecito Avenue, in 
Said City of Sierra Madre. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. That the public inter¬ 
est and convenience require, and that 
it is the intention of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre 
to order the following work to be 
done, to-wit: 

First. That said Montecito Avenue, 
from the west curb line of Sunnyside 
Avenue on the east, to the east curb 
line of Sierra Madre Avenue on the 
west, including all intersections, (ex¬ 
cept such portions of said street and 
intersections as are required by law 
to be kept in order or repair by any 
person or company having railroad 
tracks thereon, and also except such 
portions of said street and intersec¬ 
tions as have already been graded to 
the official line and grade, oiled and 
accepted by said city), be graded and 
oiled in accordance with the plans 
and profiles of such work on file in 
the office of the city engineer of said 
city, and specifications for such work 
on file in the office of the city clerk 
of said city, said specifications being 
numbered 10. 

Second. That a cement gutter be 
constructed along each side of said 
Montecito Avenue from the west curb 
line of Sunnyside Avenue on the east, 
to the east curb line of Sierra Madre 
Avenue on the west, (except along 
such portions of said street where a 
cement gutter has been constructed 
to the official line and grade, and ac¬ 
cepted by said city), in accordance 
with the plans and profiles, for such 
work on file in the office of the City 
Engineer of said city, and specifica¬ 
tions for the construction of cement 
gutters on file in the office of the City 
Clerk of said city, said specifications 
being numbered 3. 

Third. That a cement curb be con¬ 
structed along both sides of said 
Montecito Avenue from the west curb 
line of Sunnyside Avenue on the east, 
to the east curb line of Sierra Madre 
Avenue on the west, (except along 
such portions of said street where a 


cement curb has been constructed to 
the official line and grade, and ac¬ 
cepted by said city), in accordance 
with the plans and profiles for such 
work on file in the office of the City 
Engineer of said city, and specifica¬ 
tions for the construction of cement 
curbs on file in the office of the City 
Clerk of said city, said specifications 
being numbered 2. 

Fourth. That reinforced concrete 
culverts be constructed along and 
across said Montecito Avenue between 
the west curb line of Sunnyside Ave¬ 
nue on the east, and the east curb 
line of Sierra Madre Avenue on the 
west, where shown and designated on 
the plans and profiles for such work 
on file in the office of the City En¬ 
gineer of said city, and in accordance 
with specifications for the construc¬ 
tion of reinforced concrete culverts 
on file in the office of the City Clerk 
of said city, said specifications being 
numbered 9. 

SECTION 2. That the Street Sup¬ 
erintendent shall post notices of this 
work as required by law, and shall 
cause said notice to be published once 
a week for two successive weeks in 
the Sierra Madre News, a weekly 
newspaper published and circulated in 
said City of Sierra Madre, and here¬ 
by designated for that purpose. 

SECTION 3. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the adoption of this ordi¬ 
nance. and shall cause the same to 
be published once per week for two 
successive weeks in the Sierra Madre 
News, a weekly newspaper published 
and circulated in said City of Sierra 
Madre, and hereby designated for that 
purpose, and shall post the same con¬ 
spicuously for two days on or near 
the chamber door of the place of 
meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
said city, and thereupon and there¬ 
after it shall take effect and be in 
force.
